It would appear from the attached that we clearly are not 
precluded unde^h^rovisos in the National Security Act from 
c onsidering ^^^^Iwithin our intel ligence orbit.

The 
Department of the Army has governmental jurisdiction and 
consequently would normally be responsible for internal security.
